To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  East  Kent  (No.  1)  United  Districts, 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year  1945, 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  vital  statistics  of  the  area 
compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the  country. 

The  figures  for  infectious  diseases  are  relatively  low,  and 
apart  from  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  confined  to  Chartham 
Mental  Hospital,  there  were  no  epidemics. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  continued  the  work  of 
scavenging  and  sewage  disposal  under  difficulties,  mainly 
arising  from  shortage  of  equipment  and  labour.  Apart  from 
this,  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  the  Department  is 
directed  to  the  provision  of  sewers,  piped  water  supply  and 
housing. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  nev/  legislation  relating  to  the 
financing  of  schemes  of  main  drainage  and  water  supply  will 
materially  accelerate  the  programme  which  the  Council  are 
considering. 

Housing  is  a major  problem  in  the  Rural  District  as  it 
is  everyv/here.  The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  made  an  excel- 
lent start  on  the  Housing  Survey,  which  is  an  essential  pre- 
requisite for  an  adequate  housing  programme. 

I must  thank  the  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  and  the 
Rural  District  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  co-operation, 
P’inally,  I have  great  pleasure  in  recording  my  appreciation  oj 
the  valuable  work  of  Mr,  Blundell  and  his  staff_,  and  of  Miss 
Phillips  of  the  Health  Department,  Broadstairs,  and  their 
assistance  to  me  at  all  times.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  vms  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  labora- 
tory facilities  for  the  Rural  District:  most  examina- 
tions were  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Maid- 
stone. A few  pathological  examinations,  in  connection 
with  patients  admitted  to  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isola- 
tion Hospital,  v\iere  dealt  with  in  Canterbury, 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

( ^ ) Infectious  Cases. 

The  ambulance  of  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isolation 
Hospital  vms  used  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases 
from  the  Bridge -Blean  Rural  District, 

( b ) Non-Inf ectious  Cases , 

The  Canterbury  City  Civil  Defence  ambulances  v/ere 
atrailable  for  work  in  the  Rural  District  until  withdrawn 
on  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  70/45  issued  on  20th 
April,  1945,  suggested  that  Local  Authorities  should,  in 
accordance  Vi/ith  their  powers  under  Section  197  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  augment  their  normal  peace-time 
service  v/ith  the  ex-Civil  Defence  Personnel  and  ambulances; 
and  following  the  termination  of  the  Civil  Defence  Service' 
the  City  of  Canterbury,  under  the  provisions  of  this  cir-  ^ 
cular,  provided  ambulances  for  a day  time  service  and 
v^ith  the  ambulances  provided  by  the  St,  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  and  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  a 24-hour 
service  v/as  completed  and  put  into  operation.  This  24-hour 
ambulance  service  was  made  available  for  the  people  resid- 
ent in  the  Rural  District:  in  fact  it  vms  estimated  that 
three- sevenths  of  total  mileage  vms  done  for  people  resid- 
ing, outside  the  City, 

There  was  also  an  ambulance  at  the  Chislet  Colliery 
for  the  use  of  the  worlonen  there.

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  which  were  notified  in 
the  Rural  District  v/ere  removed  to  the  City  of  Canterbury 
Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 
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X better  dated  29th  October,  1945,  was  received  by 
the  Rural  District  Council  from  the  Kent  County  Council 
stating  that  the  arrangements  outlined  in  a letter  dated 
12th  August,  1942,  under  which  the  County  Medical  Officer 
acted  in  a co-ordinating  capacity  in  respect  of  hospital 
accommodation  for  infectious  diseases,  would  be  brought 
to  an  end  on  the  31st  December,  1945, 

Smallpox  Hospital  Acdommodatlon, 

The  Rural  District  Council  received  a letter  from 
the  Kent  County  Council,  dated  17th  January,  1945,  stat- 
ing that  Dislingbury  Hospital  was  available  to  receive 
patients  suffering  from  Smallpox;  and  that  accordingly 
the  temporary  use  of  the  Capel  Isolation  Hospital  was  no 
longer  operative;  that  in  the  event  of  accommodation  at 
Dislingbury  being  required,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
should  get  into  direct  contact  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


Water, 

The  water  from  the  three  public  supplies  is  satis- 
factory both  in  quality  and  quantity.  During  the  year 
eleven  samples  of  raw  water  and  one  of  treated  water 
were  submitted  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination:  all 
proved  to  be  good  waters. 

At  the  31st  December,  1945,  approximately  3,800 
houses  were  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains  - about 
85^,  There  were  no  dwellings  supplied  by  standpipes, 

Stodmarsh  Water  Supply. 

At  a meeting  of  the  War  Administrative  Committee 
held  in  January,  1945,  it  was  reported  that  the  Margate 
Corporation  Water  Undertaking  completed  the  scheme,  on 
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the  16th  December,  1944,  for  extending  their  water  main 
from  Wickhambreux  to  Stodmarsh,  also  for  the  laying  of 
the  extension  main  on  the  Council’s  behalf,  from  the 
boundary  of  the  Corporation’s  area  of  supply  in  the  cen- 
tre of  the  village*

The  Post-War  Re-construction  Programme  : 

Rural  Water  Supplies  Schemes  - Fordwich. 

In  May,  1945,  it  was  reported,  at  a meeting  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  that  a revised  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  a main  water  supply  scheme  for  the  Parish  of 
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Fordwich^  amounting  to  the  sum  of  £925,  had  been  received 
from  the  Canterbury  Gas  and  Water  Company;  and  it  was 
resolved  to  recommend  that  the  scheme  be  approved  and 
submitted  to  the  Kent  County  Council  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain what  assistance  was  likely  to  be  forthcoming  from 
County  Funds  towards  the  cost  thereof. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

There  are  two  sevrcrage  schemes  in  operation,  one 
for  the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village  of 
Hersden,  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Westbere,  In  the 
remainder  of  the  District  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  means 
of  privies,  pail  closets  and  W.C's.  draining  into  cess- 
pools. 

No  extensions  were  made  during  the  year.  The 
Harbledown  beds  worked  satisfactorily,  but  the  Hersden 
system  was  still  unsatisfactory,  the  sewage  entering 
the  river  in  practically  a crude  state, 

Adi sham, - Certain  main  drainage  proposals  for 
Adisham  were  considered  at  a meeting 
held  on  23rd  May,  1945,  between  representatives  of  the 
Margate  Corporation,  Eastry  Rural  District  Council  and 
the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council,  when  it  was 
resolved  to  recommend  - 

(a)  That  the  findings  of  the  Sub-Committee 
be  endorsed  and  that  a scheme  be  formu- 
lated for  the  main  drainage  of  Adisham, 
with  a viev/  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Kent  County  Council  being  ap- 
proached in  respect  of  grants  towards 
the  cost;  and 

(b)  that  the  Consulting  Engineers  be  asked 
to  formulate  the  scheme  and  submit  a 
report  thereon  to  the  Council, 

On  the  9th  July  it  was  reported  that  a letter  had 
been  received  from  the  Consulting  Engineers,  stating 
that  they  would  be  willing  to  make  a survey  of  Adisham 
and  prepare  a report  giving  recommendations  with  an 
approximate  estimate  of  the  cost;  and  it  was  agreed 
to  accept  the  offer  of  the  Consulting  Engineers. 
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In  October  the  Consulting  Engineers  submitted  their 
report  and  plan  in  connection  with  this  scheme^  and  these 
were  carefully  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
who  resolved  to  recommend  that  the  report  be  further  con- 
sidered at  a joint  conference  of  the  three  Authorities 
concerned. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertook  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and 
the  removal  of  the  contents  of  pails:  an  efficient  sys- 
tem of  doing  this  by  means  of  mechanical  vehicles  iH  em- 
ployed. 

It  was  reported  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in 
October,  that  a sewage  and  refuse  collection  was  being 
carried  out  in  all  parts  of  the  district. 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry, 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  13th  November  into 
an  application  of  the  Rural  District  Council  for  consent 
to  borrow  £700  for  the  purchase  of  Oldridge  Wood,  Little- 
bourne,  for  the  purpose  of  the  provision  of  a place  for 
the  DEPOSIT  OF  REFUSE,  The  Inquiry  was  held  by  C,H.  Spens 
Esq,,  M,Inst,C,E,,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 


Hop-pickers*  Encampments, 

Fourteen  Hop-pickers’  camps  were  occupied  during  the 
year,  housing  approximately  1,000  persons  engaged  in  hop- 
picking. 

The  lodging  accommodation  and  sanitary  arrangements 
were  fair,  and  most  of  the  camps  had  a main  water  supply; 
the  cookhouse  accommodation  was  fair  and  the  general  camp 
supervision  appeared  to  be  good. 

Sixty-four  inspections  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  1945, 


Camping  ; Caravan  Licences  ; Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

During  the  year  several  applications  for  licences 
under  the  above  Act  were  considered  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  licences  granted. 
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In  May  the  Siinior  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that 
a nuisance  caused  by  gypsies  camping  at  Broad  Oak  was 
abated;  and  that  several  vans  pulled  in  on  private  land 
at  Stodmarsh,

When  disinfestation  is  necessary  in  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict, the  method  used  is  to  spray  with  '‘Zaldecide, 
this  v/ork  being  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector, 
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SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 

Houses  are  urgently  needed  in  the  Rural  District, 
mostly  to  replace  unsatisfactory  property. 

Rural  Housing  Survey: - By  the  end  of  the  year  402 
houses  had  been  surveyed. 


SECTION  'E,-  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 


Milk, 


In  the  year  1945  there  were  70  Producers,  35  Pro- 
ducer Retailers  and  31  Retailers  of  milk  in  the  Rural 
District,  and  331  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 

Fourteen  farms  were  licensed  to  produce  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  and  18  to  produce  Accredited  milk. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-six  samples  of  milk  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  County  Council  Laboratory  for  bacterio- 
logical examination:  details  of  the  samples  submitted 
and  results  were  as  follows; - 

Tuberculin  Tested  milk  ,,,  78  (58  Satisfactory) 

Accredited  milk...  78  (61  Satisfactory). 

Appropriate  action  followed  in  the  case  of  unsatisfac- 
tory samples. 

Three  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  all  proved  to  be  negative. 

School  Milk, 

Eighteen  samples  of  school  milk  were  collected  by 
the  School  Inquiry  Officer  and  sent  to  the  County  Labor- 
atory for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  proved  to 
be  satisfactory. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  were  eight  slaughter-houses  in  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict, but  since  1941  routine  slaughtering  has  been  car- 
ried out  in  the  City  of  Canterbury,  under  the  Ministry 
of  Food  Centralizing  Slaughtering  Scheme, 
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With  regard  to  other  foods,  during  the  year  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  made  a total  of  78  visits  to  food 
premises,  which  included  nine  inspections  at  the  16 
bakehouses. 

During  1944  a total  of  approximately  9 cwts  1 qr. 
of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria  Immunization, 

The  scheme  continued  to  operate  as  in  previous 
years:  Clinics  were  arranged  as  necessary  by  the 
Health  Visitors  for  large  groups  of  children,  and  by 
General  Practitioners  in  their  own  Surgeries  for  small 
numbers  and  individual  cases. 

On  the  15th  January,  1945,  a report  was  presented 
to,  and  approved  by,  the  War  Administration  Committee, 
relating  to  the  National  Diphtheria  Immunization  Cam- 
paign, and  giving  suggestions  for  carrying  out  a simi- 
lar Campaign  in  the  Rural  District, 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  local  Campaign  in  July, 
and  in  June  all  Doctors,  School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Teachers,  v/ere  circularized  with  regard  to 
the  steps  proposed  to  be  taken  during  the  Campaign: 
newspaper  and  poster  publicity  was  arranged,  and  leaf- 
lets, cards  and  consent  forms  were  issued  to  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres  and  Schools,  Birthday  cards  were  also 
sent  to  all  babies  on  their  first  birthdays. 

The  assistance  of  the  Doctors,  School  Nurses, 

Health  Visitors  and  School  Teachers  in  this  work  is 
much  appreciated. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  - A.P.T,  is  obtained, 
through  the  Ministry  of  Health  Emergency  Pathological 
Service,  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Buckston 
Browne  Farm,  Dovme,  Kent,  and  is  supplied  free  of  charge 
to  general  practitioners  in  the  Rural  District, 

A letter  dated  28th  November,  1945,  was  received 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  Kent  County  Council,  referring 
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to  Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  193/45  and  194/45  of  the 
14th  Novemtaerj  1945^  which  transferred  the  responsibility 
for  the  immunization  of  children  up  to  the  age  of  five  years 
to  the  County  Council  as  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority,  as  from  1st  January,  1946:  and  suggesting  that 
the  local  service  for  the  immunization  of  children  already 
provided  by  the  Rural  District  Council,  should  be  utilized 
for  this  purpose,  the  financial  responsibility  being  borne 
by  the  County  Council;  but  that  the  administration  of  the 
service  for  immunization  should  continue  to  be  the  general 
responsibility  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  subject  to  it 
being  agreed  that  any  additional  facilities  which  may  from 
time  to  time  be  needed  in  respect  of  children  up  to  the  age 
of  five  years  be  incorporated  in  the  service,  any  expendi- 
ture in  this  direction  being  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council,

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free 
of  charge  and  supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners  for  the  use 
of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  district,  in  accordance 
with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910, 
A supply  is  kept  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  at  his 
office.

patient  died.  As  the  outbreak  was  confined  to  thls^ Hos-

SECTION  B. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  as 
hitherto,  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maid- 
stone. A few  clinical  investigations,  secondary  to  the 
acceptance  of  candidates  for  superannuation  under  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District  Council  were 
carried  out  at  Ramsgate. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

( a ) Infectious  Cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  needing  removal  to  Iso- 
lation Hospital,  were  conveyed  to  Hospital  in  the  Haine 
Isolation  Hospital  ambulance,  which  was  loaned  by  the 
Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  the  Ramsgate 
Borough's  Civil  Defence  Service  and  which,  on  these  occa- 
sions, was  manned  by  Ramsgate's  Civil  Defence  personnel 
until  the  end  of  June,  when  the  Civil  Defence  Services 
were  diabanded.  On  the  1st  July  the  ambulance  was  sent 
to  a private  Garage  in  Ramsgate  and  arrangements  were 
made  whereby  the  Garage  staff  serviced  and  manned  the 
vehicle;  and  the  trained  nurse,  who  was  a member  of  the 
Civil  Defence  Service  personnel,  on  being  released  from 
Civil  Defence  duties,  was  appointed  as  full  time  attend- 
ant by  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board, 

(b ) Non-Inf ectlous  Cases. 

The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil continued  to  operate  the  two  ambulances  of  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  v/hich  were  manned  by  the  personnel  of 
the  Civil  Defence  Ambulance  Service  up  to  the  end  of  June, 
v/hen  the  Civil  Defence  Services  were  disbanded.  Prom  the 
1st  July  the  two  ambulances  v;ere  housed  in  the  Council's 
Tovm  Yard,  no  staff  being  available  to  service  and  man  the 
vehicles.  Arrangements  wore  then  made  with  the  Ramsgate 
Branch  of  the  St,  John  Ambulance  Association,  who  carried 
out  the  ambulance  work  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  work  of  the  district  nursing  continued  to  he 
carried  out  by  Auxiliaries  at  the  First  Aid  Post_,  up 
to  the  end  of  June:  this  was  highly  satisfactory  and 
v/as  much  appreciated  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Urban 
District  and  by  the  Medical  Practitioners,  The  follow 
ing  table  shows  the  number  of  visits  made  during  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year,-

With  the  disbanding  of  the  Civil  Defence  Services  on 
the  30th  June,  1945,  the  District  Nursing  Scheme  ceased 
to  exist,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  position  which  would  be 
created  on  the  cessation  of  Civil  Defence  assistance  for 
the  sick  people  in  the  Urban  District,  a communication 
with  regard  to  the  matter  was  sent  on  the  15th  May  to  the 
County  Superintendent  of  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, v/ho  arranged  to  contact  some  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Broadstairs  District  Nursing  Association,  As  a result 
of  this,  on  the  25th  June  a letter  was  received  from  the 
Honorary  Secretary  of  the  local  Association,  stating  that 
the  Association  had  re-started,  and  asking  for  a list  of 
patients  v/ho  had  been  visited  by  the  Civil  Defence  Nurs- 
ing Auxiliaries,  A further  letter  was  received  on  the 
17th  July  from  the  local  Association,  saying  that  Queen’s 
Nurse  E,  V,  Wallington  had  been  appointed  and  that  she 
v7ould  commence  duty  as  from  1st  August,  1945,  her  address 
being  No, 13,  Linden  Avenue,  Broadstairs,  and  telephone 
number  - Broadstairs  53, 


40. 


A total  sum  of  £22:15:  9d,  v\^as  received  by  the  Civil 
Defence  First  Aid  Post  Nursing  Auxiliaries  for  nursing 
services  rendered:  from  this  amount  £1:  1:  0*1.  was  de- 
ducted for  expenses,  v\/hich  left  a balance  of  £21:14:  9d.  , 
which  was  handed  over  to  the  local  District  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  following  is  an  interesting  extract  from  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter' s Nursing 
Association  for  the  six  months  ended  31st  December,  1945. 

**This  year  saw  the  return  of  the  population  and 
in  May,  the  Committee  decided  to  re-start  the 
Association,  ask  for  a Queen' s Nurse  and  throw 
our  Home  Nursing  Service  open  to  all,  regardless 
of  income. 

''"The  response  was  immediate  and  our  initial  suc- 
cess magnificent  for  commencing  with  only  20 
members,  we  have  today  2,000,  bringing  in  an 
annual  income  of  £750,  v\rhich  is  sufficient  to 
•meet  all  the  expenses  and  salaries  of  the  nurses 
we  shall  need  to  cover  the  nursing  needs  of  our 
members . 

"Although  she  has  been  with  us  for  only  six 
months,  our  new  District  Nurse,  Queen's  Nurse 
E.  V.  Wallington,  is  regarded  with  high  appre- 
ciation by  her  patients.  She  came  to  us  with  a 
splendid  record  of  skill  and  service  and  has 
already  paid  over  1,000  visits  to  the  homes  of 
our  people.'*" 


Domestic  Help  Service. 


A letter  dated  15th  June,  1945,  was  received  from 
the  Clerk  to  the  Kent  County  Council,  stating  that  the 
County  Council  delegated  to  the  Urban  District  Council 
without  restrictions  or  conditions,  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  County  Council  relative  to  a Domestic  Help  Service 
under  Regulation  68E  of  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations 
1939.  In  regard  to  this  Service,  permission  v/as  obtained 
from  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  local  County 
Health  Visitor  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  as  supervisor  of  domestic  helps;  and  an  adver- 
tisement WQ,s  inserted  once  in  each  of  the  three  local 
newspapers,  which  appeared  in  the  issues  dated  25th  June, 
1945.  A scale  of  assessment  was  drafted  giving  the 
amounts  payable  to  the  Urban  District  Council  by  the  per- 
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sons  receiving  domestic  help,  which  was  as  follows:

A leaflet  of  Regulations  v;as  drawn  up,  to  be  signed 
liy  the  Domestic  Helpers  before  commencing  duty,  as  fol- 
lows 


“Domestic  Helps  are  employed  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  to  assist  in,  or  to  assume,  the  ordinary  house 
work  of  persons  who,  through  illness  and  infirmity,  old 
age,  absence  from  home  on  essential  work,  large  family, 
or  any  other  sufficient  reason,  are  unable  to  carry  out 
the  v/hole  of  such  duties  themselves.  They  are  liable  for 
employment  in  households  where  there  is  infectious  illness 
in  such  cases  they  will  be  advised  as  to  suitable  precau- 
tions by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

'’^'Duties : Actual  duties  v\rill  comprise  Shopping, 
Cooking,  Indoor  Cleaning,  Minding 
Children  and  such  other  reasonable 
domestic  work. 

“Rates 

of  Pay:  The  rates  of  pay  are:-

No  payment  will  be  made 
directly  by  the  person  assisted  to  the  Domestic 
Help. 

’’a  weekly  Time  Sheet  will  be  kept  by  the  Domestic 
Help  and  signed,  after  completion,  by  the  person  assisted. 

"Domestic  Helps  may  be  required  to  work  on  Sundays 
as  a part  of  their  normal  whole-time  week,  and  it  will  be 
appreciated  that  hours  of  duty  will  vary  very  considerably 
according  to  the  conditions  of  individual  cases. 

"'Domestic  Helps  should  take  their  food  with  them  or 
go  home  for  meals  as  persons  assisted  are  not  expected  to 
provide  food  for  them. 

^Reasonable  travelling  expenses  will  be  allowed  to 
Domestic  Helps. 

"During  their  employment  Domestic  Helps  will  be  sub- 
ject to  supervision  by  the  appropriate  Officers  of  the 
Council,  and  their  continued  employment  is  subject  to  their 
satisfactory  service.  A retaining  fee  during  periods  of 
unemploynent  is  not  payable." 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  eleven  applications  for 
help  were  received:  to  nine  of  these  applicants  regular 
domestic  assistance  was  given. 

Seven  applications  for  vrork  were  received,  two  lived 
too  far  out  of  the  Urban  District  to  be  of  use;  one  had  a 
cycle  accident  before  commencing  duty  and  as  a result  was 
unable  to  cope  with  the  vi/ork:  and  the  remaining  four  v/ere 
appointed  Domestic  Helpers;  these  four  proved  to  be  effi- 
cient workers  and  gave  satisfaction  to  the  assisted  fami- 
lies. These  v\rere  only  part-time  workers,  having  homes  of 
, their  own  to  look  after. 

On  the  31st  December  another  advertisement  was  in- 
serted in  the  local  papers  for  further  helpers. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  open  on  each  Monday  and  Thursday  at 
the  County  Council's  Welfare  Centre  in  St,  Peter's  Road, 
Broadstairs. 
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Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  held  on  alternate  Wednesdays  at  the 
same  Centre. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Government  Scheme 
for  the  evacuation  of  expectant  mothers  to  maternity 
homes  and  hostels  in  or  near  Tunbridge  Wells  and  other 
places  continued,  and  the  arrangements  were  made,  through 
the  office  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  by  the  Sani- 
tary Inspector.  Three  expectant  mothers  availed  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  during  the  first  three  months. 

Dental  Clinic. 


A Dental  Clinic  for  expectant  mothers  and  children 
was  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  in  St.  Peter’ s Road. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

Patients  from  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  attended 
dispensaries  run  by  the  Kent  County  Council  at  Margate 
and  Ramsgate  as  hitherto.  Domiciliary  visiting  was  car- 
ried out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  District 
and  by  Nurse  E.  Brammer,  v\rho  combines  the  office  of 
Tuberculosis  Nurse  with  that  of  Health  Visitor.  For  days 
and  times  when  Dispensaries  are  open  see  page  6. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Arrangements  for  treatment  at  Margate,  Canterbury 
and  Dover,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Kent  County  Council, 
continued  as  hitherto:  the  days  and  times  of  the  Clinics 
are  shown  on  page  6. 


Hospitals . 

Isolation  Hospital  AccoiTimodation. 

Owing  to  the  continued  use  of  Haine  Isolation  Hospi- 
tal for  other  purposes  and  the  suspension  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board,  patients 
suffering  from  infectious  illnesses  and  requiring  removal 
to  Isolation  Hospital  continued  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  up  to 
16th  September,  when  this  Hospital  was  temporarily  closed 
for  repairs.  During  the  period  of  closure  patients  from 
the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District  were  admit- 
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ted  to  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isolation  Hospital  and  Key- 
col  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  re-opened  in  November  for  Scarlet 
Fever  cases  only,  ov/ing  to  shortage  of  nursing  and  domes- 
tic staff. 

Special  Arrangements  for  Smallpox  Cases. 

By  agreement  v^ith  the  Kent  County  Council,  cases  of 
Smallpox  would  have  been  admitted  to  one  of  the  inland 
Hospitals,  by  arrangement  v\;ith  the  County  Medical  Officer; 
fortunately  no  such  cases  arose. 

General  Hospitals. 

The  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Ramsgate  General 
Hospital  and  the  Margate  and  District  General  Hospital  for 
cases  of  illness  and  accident. 


Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

Two  applications  were  received  for  the  registration 
of  premises  as  Nursing  Homes  (Sections  187  to  194  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936)  : one  we,s  for  the  re-registration 
of  a house  which  ms  a registered  Nursing  Home  prior  to 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  1939,  and  the  other  was  for 
the  registration  of  a different  house  to  the  one  used  by 
the  applicant  before  the  war. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v>/ere  three  Nursing  Homes 
on  the  register;  seven  inspections  were  made  of  these  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,

/ full  account  of  the  water  supply  of  the  Broadstairs 
and  St«  Peter’s  Urban  District  vms  given  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1930  and  no  changes  since  then  have  been  re- 
ported. 

Bacteriological  investigations  were  carried  out  at 
the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  inter- 
vals and  every  two  months  a chemical  analysis  was  made  at 
the  South  Eastern  Analytical  Laboratory  at  Canterbury. 
These  procedures  miade  an  effective  check  upon  the  quality 
of  the  water,  which  remained  at  a high  level. 

The  one  natural  defect  which  the  water  possessed  was 
its  high  degree  of  hardness  and  the  "Permutit"  softening 
system,  previously  described,  continued  to  operate.  The 
water  had  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

All  dwelling-houses  in  the  area  are  connected  with 
the  Council' s water  mains  and  have  a constant  and  suffi- 
cient supply. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  screening  chamber  at  North  Foreland,  which  was 
requisitioned  during  the  war  period,  was  released  from 
requisition  as  from  the  28th  August,  1945,  v\rhen  the  Urban 
District  Council  at  once  commenced  to  reinstate  the  works: 
reinstatement  was  completed  early  in  1946.

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In  one  case  representations  were  made  to  the  owners 
of  a newly  opened  shop  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
a reasonable  temperature;  heating  appliances  were  pro- 
vided, but  structural  alterations  are  required  to  enable 
a reasonable  temperature  to  be  maintained  at  these  prem- 
ises. The  matter  is  in  hand,  but  not  yet  completed.  An 
additional  I.C.,  lavatory  basin  and  sink  were  provided 
at  the  same  premises. 


Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  civilian  camping  sites  in  the  area  and 
no  licences  were  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 


Smoke  Abatement. 
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There  are  very  fev/  factories  in  the  district  of  a 
type  liable  to  cause  smoke  nuisances.  No  smoke  nuisances 
from  factory  chimneys  were  observed  during  the  year. 

A smoke  nuisance  was  reported  in  May,  1945,  at  prem- 
ises occupied  by  the  military:  smoke  and  soot  from  four 
Army  cooking  boilers  caused  annoyance  to  occupiers  of 
adjoining  properties.  The  nuisance  was  reported  to  the 
Garrison  Engineer  and  the  nuisance  was  promptly  abated. 


Swimming  Baths. 

The  seven  sv/imming  baths  in  the  district  were  used 
for  the  storage  of  water  for  fire  fighting  purposes,  but 
with  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the  re-opening  of 
schools,  it  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  these 
will  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  origin- 
ally provided. 


Mosquito  Nuisance  in  Static  later  Tanks. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2622,  issued  on  the  8th 
April,  1942,  referred  to  the  necessity  for  taking  action 
to  prevent  mosquitoes  breeding  in  static  water  tanks. 
Follov\ring  inspections,  representations  v/ere  made  to  the 
National  Fire  Service  in  respect  of  seven  bathing  pools 
and  five  specially  constructed  tanks,  used  for  storing 
water  for  fire  fighting  purposes.  Fresh  water  was  pro- 
vided in  all  cases  where  required  and  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  addition  of  chemical  substances  to  the  water 
to  retard  mosquito  breeding. 

The  removal  or  demolition  of  static  vmter  tanks  is 
likely  to  take  place  in  the  near  future. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  three  verminous  houses  were  disin- 
fested. The  rooms  affected  were  thoroughly  sprayed  with 
liquid  insecticide,  with  satisfactory  results  in  each 
case .

Eighty-one  inquiries  were  received  during  the  year 
regarding  the  assistance  rendered  hy  the  Council  in  moth 
destruction;  and  eight^one  promises  and/or  furnishings 
were  disinfested,  giving  the  following  totals  since  the

Follov/ing  representations  made  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
by  the  Council  regarding  the  very  extensive  damage  done 
to  clothing,  bedding,  upholstered  furniture,  etc.  in  prem- 
ises unoccupied  for  long  periods  oviring  to  evacuation,  a 
letter  w’as  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade  on  5th  February, 
1945,  to  all  evacuation  areas  from  Land' s End  to  The  “Wash, 
urging  Local  Authorities  to  assist  their  residents  in 
dealing  with  this  very  serious  problem. 


Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

Action  has  been  taken  in  this  district  over  a period 
of  many  years  (a)  to  prevent  rats  and  mice  breeding  in 
any  part  of  the  area;  (b)  to  destroy  rats  and  mice  at 
the  first  sign  of  infestation. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  regularly  in  all  parts 
of  the  area  followed  by  gassing,  trapptjig  and  poisoning, 
whichever  v/as  the  most  suitable  for  any  particular  case. 
Rat  poison  v/as  supplied  free  to  persons  v^ho  notified  the 
existence  of  rats  on  or  near  their  premises:  this  free 
issue  is  v/ell  known  to  the  inhabitants  and  ensures  that  - 

(a)  action  is  taken  immediately  rats  are  seen, 
thus  preventing  their  unrestrtO’^ed  breed- 
ing ; and  - 

(b)  the  office  of  the  Local  Authority  dealing 
with  this  matter  has  up-to-date  informa- 
tion of  the  sites  where  rats  are  known  to 
exist . 

Where  occupiers  are  unable  to  deal  with  the  infesta- 
tion for  any  reason,  the  rodeorh  or>erative  givoa  assist- 
ance and  advice.

SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 


At  the  end  of  1944  there  were  approximately  900  un- 
occupied houses  in  the  district,  owing  to  the  voluntary 
evacuation  scheme:  few  of  these  v/ere  available  for  let- 
ting, some  belonging  to  evacuated  persons  vjho  will  return 
to  the  district,  and  others  being  held  for  sale. 

During  1945,  however,  575  of  these  houses  became  oc- 
cupied, reducing  the  nimaber  of  unoccupied  properties  at 
31st  December,  1945,  to  327. 

Credit  is  due  to  the  members  of  the  House  Requisi- 
tioning Sub-Committee  and  the  Officials  dealing  with  re- 
quisitioning, for  the  large  number  of  houses  re-occupied 
during  the  year.  Had  it  not  been  for  their  efforts, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  number  of  properties  occupied 
during  the  year  would  have  been  considerably  less. 

No  routine  housing  inspections  were  made  during  the 
year,  but  in  all  cases  vi/here  housing  defects  were  re- 
ported, action  v/as  taken  to  have  the  defects  remedied.

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

The  scheme  outlined  in  previous  reports  remained  in 
force,  the  immunization  injections  being  carried  out  by 
the  private  medical  practitioners  in  the  tovm,  who  are 
remunerated  in  accordance  v/ith  the  scale  approved  by  the 
British  Medical  Association, 

Propaganda  v;as  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitor 
and  School  Nurse,  in  the  Baby  Clinics  and  also  in  the 
Schools, 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  170/44  and  the  accom- 
panying outline  of  publicity  plans  for  an  Immunization 
Campaign  for  1945  v/ere  reported  on  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committee  held  in  December  1944,  when 
the  Committee  advised  that  advertisements  should  be  in- 
serted in  the  local  Press  early  in  1945,  on  the  lines 
indicated  in  the  brochure. 

The  Publicity  Campaigns  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  are  supported  by  material  provided  by  the  Min- 
istry of  Information  and  by  the  Central  Council  for 
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Health  Education,  and  this  material  was  utilized  v;hen  a 
Publicity  Campaign  for  Immunization  against  Diphtheria 
v/as  launched  in  the  Urban  District  on  the  15th  April. 
During  the  v/eek  a slide  was  exhibited  at  the  local 
Cinema;  advertisements  appeared  in  the  local  Press; 
the  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  approached 
to  obtain  the  general  approval  of  the  business  people 
of  the  town  to  the  Campaign,  and  posters  were  exhibited 
in  the  v/indows  of  shops  and  business  premises,  on  the 
Council’s  notice  boards,  and  in  the  Public  Library;  the 
Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  made  domiciliary  visits 
to  the  parents  and  guardians  of  children  who  v/ere  found, 
(from  information  obtained  through  the  schools),  not  to 
have  been  immunized  or  who  had  only  had  one  inoculation. 

The  private  medical  practitioners  practising  in  the 
Urban  Plot  rict  were  asked  for  their  support  in  bringing 
immunization  to  the  notice  of  those  of  their  patients 
v/hose  children  had  not  already  been  immunized,  or  who 
had  failed  to  complete  the  process. 

The  Head  Teachers  and  Principals  of  the  schools 
v/ere  invited  to  co-operate  in  the  Campaign,  since  it  had 
been  found  that  v/here  the  Head  Teacher  v/as  knov/n  to  be 
in  favour  of  immunization,  many  parents  previously  un- 
certain in  their  views,  v/ere  able  to  make  up  their  minds. 

The  co-operation  of,  and  assistance  rendered  by  the 
Doctors,  Nurses  and  Teachers  in  this  Campaign  v/as  much 
appreciated.

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Diphtheria  Prophylactic  - A.P.T.  is  obtained, 
through  the  Ministry  of  Health  Emergency  Pathological 
Service,  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Buckston 
Browne  Farm,  Downe,  Kent,  and  is  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  general  practitioners  in  the  Urban  District, 

Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  193/45  and  194/45 
dated  14th  November,  1945  were  received,  in  respect  of 
alterations  in  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  in  regard 
to  Diphtheria  Immunization,  with  a viev;  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  systematic  arrangements  being  made  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Circulars,  to  take  effect  as 
from  January,  1946.

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge  and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners 
for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  District 
in  accordance  v/ith  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910,  A supply  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary 
Inspector's  Office  and  also  at  the  County  Police  Sta- 
tion, 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  dSe- 
eases  for  the  year  1945  was  low,  although  a little 
higher  than  the  previous  year,  when  there  v/as  a total 
of  73:  the  slight  increase  v/as  mainly  due  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  a large 
number  of  evacuated  families  returned  to  the  district.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  Herne  Bay. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  very  satisfac- 
tory, especially  the  infant  mortality  rate,  which  fell  to 
26.78,  compared  with  the  average  rate  of  46.00  for  England 
and  Wales. 

There  W8.s  little  infectious  disease,  apart  from  an 
epidemic  of  Measles,  and  no  deaths  occurred  from  either 
Measles  nor  Whooping  Cough. 

Housing  matters  remain  of  paramount  importance;  re- 
quisitioning has  helped  as  far  as  such  a measure  could  do 
so,  but  until  new  housing  schemes  get  under  way,  there  cajj 
be  little  improvement  in  the  situation. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  United  Dis- 
trict Joint  Committee  and  the  Urban  District  Council  for 
their  continued  support  during  the  year.  My  thanks  are 
also  due  to  my  colleagues,  and  especially  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  and  of  the  United  District  Joint  Commit- 
tee for  their  co-operation  during  a difficult  year.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the 
Urbap  District  is  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory, 
County  Hall,  Maidstone,  free  of  charge. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Herne  Bay  and  Vftiitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospi- 
tal Committee  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Whit stable 
and  District  Ambulance  Committee  for  the  removal  of 
patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

( b ) Non-Inf ectlous  Cases . 


An  ambulance  service  for  non-infectious  and  accid- 
ent cases  is  provided  by  a Division  of  the  St,  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  the  Urban  District  Council  making  an 
annual  grant  tov^ards  the  fund. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affili- 
ated to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association,  provides  a 
District  (Queen' s)  Nurse. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Dental  Clinic. 

There  itas  a Dental  Clinic  in  connection. with  the 
County  Council's  School  Clinic  at  the  Health  Centre. 

Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  Clinic  was  open  on  each  Monday  and  Thursday 
at  the  County  Council' s Health  Centre. 


Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic. 
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The  AntO'-Matal  Clinic  was  held  every  Friday  morn- 
ing at  the  County  Council's  Health  Centre:  and  the 
Post-Natal  Clinic  in  the  morning  of  every  third  Wednes- 
day, 


Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hos- 
pital, Canterbury,  the  Surgeon  in  attendance  being 
A.  B.  Beresford- Jones  Esq.,  M.S.,  M.B. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

The  Dispensaries  at  the  Kent  County  Council  Clinic 
in  the  Urban  District  and  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hos- 
pital, Canterbury,  were  available  for  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town.  For  the  days  and  times  when  the  Dispensaries 
are  open,  see  table  on  page  6. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics, 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  anyone  in  the 
Urban  District  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases,  may  at- 
tend the  Clinics  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital, 
Canterbury,  and  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Dover, 
for  treatment.  For  the  days  und  times  the  Clinics  are 
open  see  table  on  page  6. 


Hospitals . 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  Urban 
District  are  removed  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Smallpox  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Urban  District  Council  received  a letter  from 
the  Kent  County  Council,  dated  17th  January,  1945,  stat- 
ing that  Disllngbury  Hospital  v/as  available  to  receive 
patients  suffering  from  Smallpox;  and  that  accordingly 
the  temporary  use  of  the  Capel  Isolation  Hospital  was  no 
longer  operative;  that  in  the  event  of  accommodation  at 
Disllngbury  being  required,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
should  get  into  direct  contact  v/lth  the  County  Medical 
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Officer.  Fortunately  there  were  no  cases  of  this 
disease  during  the  year. 

General  Hospitals. 

The  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Queen  Victoria 
Memorial  Hospital,  Herne  Bay,  and  the  Kent  and  Canter- 
bury Hospital,  Canterbury,  for  cases  of  non- infectious 
illness  or  accident. 


Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

One  application  was  received  for  the  registration 
of  premises  as  a Nursing  Home  (Sections  187  to  194  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936),  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  two  Nursing  Homes  on  the  register:  four 
inspections  were  made  of  these  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,

SECTIQM  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  public  w&ter  supply  provided  by  the  Herne  Bay 
Waterworks  Company  is  exceedingly  pure,  and  frequent 
samples  shov/  that  it  is  of  excellent  organic  quality  and 
bacteriological  standard.  This  supply  is  constant  and 
abundant  and  is  derived  from  a deep  well  at  Ford:  it  is 
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chlorinated,  but  no  samples  were  taken  prior  to  chlori- 
nation. The  water  is  extremely  hard  and  is  therefore 
not  plumbo-solvent  as  lead  pipes  soon  become  coated  with 
Calcium  Carbonate, 

Scattered  about  the  Rural  area  of  the  district  are 
87  houses  served  by  wells,  springs  and  by  conservation 
of  rainwater  from  roofs.  This  supply  is  of  doubtful 
purity  and  is  often  insufficient  during  the  summer  months. 
High  priority  should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a pub- 
lic water  supply  to  as  many  as  possible  of  these  dwell- 
ings: this  would  be  comparatively  easy  and  not  costly  in 

the  cases  of  houses  at  Bullookstone,  where  the  need  is 
most  acute.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  pro- 
vide water  at  Bullockstone  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Water  Act,  1945. 

No  dwellings  are  served  by  stand-pipes,  and  98^  of 
the  population  and  dwellings  are  served  directly  from 
the  watermains  of  the  Herne  Bay  Waterworks  Company. 

There  were  no  extensions  of  the  public  water  supply 
during  the  year. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  drainage  and  sewerage 
scheme  during  the  year*  The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
reports  that  at  28  dwellings  drainage  systems  were  re- 
constructed and  that  complaints  of  choked  drains  were 
dealt  v;ith  at  89  premises. 


The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as  follows 
with  regard  to  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area:- 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Prom  time  to  time,  action  was  taken  to  secure 
prevention  of  discharge  of  effluent  from  the  Gas  Works 
into  a stream. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  116  properties 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer,  and  these 
have  either  pail  closets  or  cesspools.  Only  one  is  in 
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a built-up  part  of  the  district  and  this  is  served  by 
a pail  closet;  all  the  remainder  are  in  the  rural  area 
not  yet  served  by  the  public  sewers. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  relaxation  of  the  provisions  that  a cesspool  shall 
be  not  less  than  50  feet  from  a dvi^elling;  this  is  to 
allow  five  dwellings  at  Busheyfields  (at  which  there  are 
pail  closets  and  no  drainage)  being  provided  with  cess- 
pool drainage. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  difficulty  experienced  during  the  war  in  se- 
curing dustbins  has  improved,  and  75  dustbins  have  been 
provided  upon  service  of  informal  notices,  A much  larger 
number  is  needed  v/hen  the  supply  position  is  easier. 

Owing  to  war-time  difficulties,  collection  of  refuse 
takes  place  weekly  instead  of  daily  in  the  centre  of  the 
tovm,  and  bi-weekly  in  other  areas.  Collections  are  more 
frequent  during  the  summer  months  at  Hotels,  Cafes  and 
Restaurants.

Fifty  premises  fall  within  the  scope  of  the  above 
Act:  nineteen  inspections  v/ere  made  during  the  year  and 
twenty  defects  found  arid  remedied. 


Shops  and  Offices. 

During  tho  year  occupiers  of  shops  were  interviewed 
to  explain  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  ActS;,  and  the  Sun- 
day Trading  Restrictions  Act.  This  is  a duty  which  is 
increasing  with  the  re-opening  of  businesses,  particularly 
catering  establishments,  closed  throughout  the  vifar. 


Camping  Sites. 

With  the  end  of  the  war  and  removal  of  restrictions 
prohibiting  camping  in  this  area,  there  has  been  a revival 
of  the  pre-v\[ar  camping  popularity.  Ho  new  camping  sites 
have  been  licensed  since  the  end  of  the  vmr. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

Occasional  smoke  nuisances  are  dealt  with  at  local 
Joinery  Works  and  Laundry, 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Ho.  of  Council  Houses  found  to  be  infested  ...  1

The  method  employed  for  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs 
at  these  houses  was  by  application  of  "Cescones,”  but 
"Cyanide”  is  occasionally  used  when  conditions  are  suit- 
able. 


Before  a tenant  occupies  a Council  Bouse,  all  furni- 
ture is  carefully  examined  at  the  former  residence.  If  a 
person  comes  from  outside  the  district  to  reside  in  Herne 
Bay,  the  furniture  etc.  is  examined  in  the  removal  van 
prior  to  being  taken  into  the  house. 

Disinfestation  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  on 
behalf  of  private  owners,  and  is  subject  to  a charge  to 
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cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  material.  When  "Cyanide''’' 
is  used  the  work  is  performed  by  a contractor. 

Re-inspections  are  made  after  disinfestation  has 
been  completed,  to  ensure  that  proper  precautions  are 
taken  to  prevent  re-infestation. 


Rodent  Infestation. 

Follov\ring  the  Ministry  of  Food  direction  to  carry 
out  a survey  in  1943,  and  the  subsequent  further  direo- 
tion  to  deal  v/ith  infestations  revealed  by  the  survey, 
activity  in  rodent  destruction  has  continued,  v\rith  very 
good  results,  upon  the  lines  of  the  standard  technique 
advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  All  heavy  infesta- 
tions revealed  by  the  1943  survey  have  been  eliminated, 
and  there  are  fewer  rats  in  the  Urban  District  than  for 
many  years,  A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed 
and  expenses  are  recovered  from  ov/ners  of  private  prop- 
erties dealt  with. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  premises  were  cleared 
of  rats  during  1945,  and  335  dead  rats  were  recovered, 
although  the  actual  kill  must  have  reached  a much  higher 
figure,  (estimated  to  be  654).  This  work  entailed  a 
total  of  1,119  visits  and  re-visits  by  the  Rodent  Opera- 
tors, and  only  in  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  sta- 
tutory action  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act, 
1919. 


The  sevi^ers  were  dealt  with,  332  manholes  were 
baited  in  all  parts  of  the  district;  it  is  estimated 
that  250  rats  virere  killed  as  a result  of  operations  in 
the  sowers. 


Disinfection, 

During  the  year  44  parcels  of  bedding  were  disin- 
fected; two  parcels  of  bedding  destroyed:  and  40  rooms 
and  9 dv^ellings  disinfected. 


Schools . 

The  sanitary  condition,  water  supply  and  milk  sup- 
ply of  the  schools  v/as  regularly  supervised  during  the 
year,  Enquiries  were  made  at  the  schools  attended  by 
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every  child  notified  as  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease;  contacts  were  excluded  and  articles  such  as 
pens  and  pencils  used  by  the  patients  were  disinfected 
or  destroyed. 


SECTION  D.  - HQUSIHG. 

The  follov^fing  report  on  the  housing  position  was 
received  from  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.- 

’’Routine  house-to-house  inspections  were  not  re- 
sumed, but  333  houses  dealt  ?7ith  upon  complaint  v/ere 
thoroughly  inspected  and  notices  (including  six  Statu- 
tory Notices  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936) 
served  to  bring  them  up  to  a proper  standard  of  fit- 
ness and  a full  state  of  repair.  Three  dwellings,  in 
respect  of  which  Statutory  Notices  were  served,  were 
made  fit  by  the  Council  in  default  of  the  ovmer,  from 
whom  expenses  v/ill  be  recovered. 

’’During  the  course  of  the  w&r,  it  was  the  policy 
only  to  require  the  execution  of  the  more  essential 
repairs,  but  it  is  now  endeavoured  to  secure  complete 
repair  in  so  far  as  labour  and  material  is  available. 

“The  population,  v/hich  v>^as  reduced  to  12,500 
throughout  the  war,  returned  to  normal  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  and  this  has  intensified  the  housing  short- 
age. 


“One  hundred  and  fourteen  houses  were  made  fit 
for  habitation  in  all  respects  during  the  year  and  re- 
pairs of  a minor  nature  were  carried  out  at  18  dwell- 
ings* Number  of  visits  made  to  supervise  repairs  in 
progress  - 1,042, 

“Six  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  and  two 
were  abated, 

“Dry-rot  affected  floors  continue  to  be  dealt  with 
and  v/ork  has  been  supeirvised  at  23  dwellings.  This  is 
less  than  in  1944,  when  33  dwellings  were  thoroughly- 
treated  to  eradicate  dry-rot  fungus. 

“Requisitioning  and  Post-War  Housing. 


“The  Council  has  pursued  an  active  policy  of  re- 
quisitioning vacant  houses  for  those  inadequately  housed, 
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and  by  December,  1945,  had  requisitioned  16  houses  to 
acconiraodate  20  families.  Many  of  the  houses  requisi- 
tioned had  been  in  use  as  military  billets  throughout 
the  v;ar  and  v^ere  in  a very  dilapidated  condition. 

"in  December,  1945,  there  was  a waiting  list  of 
approximately  500  applicants  for  housing  accommodation 
and  there  was  every  indication  that  the  number  would  in- 
crease. A ‘points  system'  for  allocating  houses  is  in 
operation  and  has  been  found  to  be  extremely  useful  in 
assisting  selections  of  the  most  needy  applicants. 

"The  Council  decided  to  construct  200  permanent 
houses  and  applied  for  50  temporary  houses,  for  which 
sites  are  in  course  of  preparation."

Milk. 


The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  made 
207  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies:  one  unsatis- 
factory dairy  fam  ceased  to  be  used  for  milk  production. 

During  the  past  eight  years  six  dairy  farms  have 
been  modernized  and  brought  up  to  standard;  during  the 
same  period  five  unfit  dairy  farms  have  closed  down,  and 
there  remains  one  dairy  farm  only  which  is  of  poor  stand- 
ard. 


In  November,  1945,  Mr.  N.  J.  Bolsey  of  Hawe  Farm, 
v/as  fined  £5  and  £5  costs  for  failure  to  properly  cleanse 
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dairy  utensils,  as  required  by  Article  21  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  1926:  this  prosecution  was  only  taken 
after  repeated  warnings  had  failed  to  secure  the  neces- 
sary improvement  in  cleansing  routine. 

With  the  exception  of  one  school,  at  which  Tubercu- 
lin Tested  milk  is  supplied,  the  schools'  supply  is  Pas- 
teurized and  is  regularly  examined  by  the  phosphatase 
test  and  by  bacteriological  examination.

Phosphatase  Test. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  exam- 
ined by  the  phosphatase  test  and  28  of  these  proved  to 
be  satisfactorily  pasteurized. 

Examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli, 

Fifty  undesignated  samples  of  milk  were  examined 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  three  of  these 
gave  positive  results.  The  positive  samples  v/ere  taken 
from  milk  supplied  by  London  Wholesale  Dairies  and  vi^as 
stated  to  have  been  pasteurized;  and  although  enquiries 
were  made,  in  conjunction  with  the  London  Wholesale 
Dairies,  it  was  not  possible  to  arrive  at  a satisfactory 
explanation. 
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Clec^nslng  of  Dairy  Equipment. 

Systematic  efforts  were  made  to  improve  the  clean- 
liness of  dairy  utensils  by  periodical  submission  of 
rinse  samples  for  bacteriological  examination.  Outfits 
v^ere  obtained  from  the  County  Medical  Officer:  these 
include  8 oz . bottles  containing  sterile  water,  which 
is  poured  into  the  vessel  to  be  tested,  or  ever  the 
cooler,  after  which  it  is  returned  to  the  sterile  bottle 
and  f orv\rarc;.ed  in  an  ice-box  to  the  County  Pathologist, 
During  the  year  31  coolers  and  vessels  cf  all  kinds  were 
tested  in  this  v^ray,  and  six  of  the  utensils  showed  ex- 
tremely high  counts,  proving  failure  to  cleanse.  Most 
of  the  samples  were  exceedingly  good,  v^ith  a high  per- 
centage almost  sterile.

During  the  year  tv\jo  Producers  who  previously  held  Accre- 
dited Licences  became  Producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Six  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  and  six 
animals  were  slaughtered  at  farms.  These  virere  all  in- 
spected after  slaughter. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  Centralized  Slaughtering 
Scheme  operates  from  Canterbury,  and  during  the  v^ar 
period  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  assisted  in 
the  meat  inspection  duties  upon  certain  evenings  and  at 
week-ends,  by  arrangement  v^ith  the  Canterbury  City 
Council:  this  arrangement  hov/ever,  ceased  to  operate 
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in  September,  upon  the  return  of  a member  of  the  staff 
from  H.  M.  Forces, 


Representations  continued  to  be  made  concerning 
the  unsatisfactory  handling  and  conveyance  of  meat  from 
Canterbury  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  improvised  arrange- 
ments v;hich  v/ere  suffered  throughout  the  war  will  now 
be  greatly  improved. 

During  the  year  a total  of  19  c?/ts.  of  food  was 
condemned  in  the  Urban  District,  and  this  consisted  of 
tinned  foods,  eggs,  meat,  cheese  and  fish.

Sixty-tV(^o  cafes  and  boarding  houses  wore  inspected 
in  connection  v/ith  applications  for  catering  licences: 
this  is  a measure  of  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of 
Food  and  results  in  the  sanitation,  and  arrangements 
for  the  preparation  of  food  at  such  premises  being 
brought  up  to  a desirable  standard  as  a condition  of 
licensing  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  One  hundred  and 
forty-four  defects  were  dealt  with  at  these  premises. 


Ice  Cream. 

With  the  re-appearance  of  ice  cream,  four  samples 
were  taken  towards  the  end  of  the  summer,  and  submitted 
to  the  County  Laboratory  for  pathological  examination 
and  chemical  analysis.  Pathologically  the  samples  were 
regarded  as  satisfactory,  and  chemically  the  results 
ranged  from  4^  to  lOfo  fat.  It  is  high  time  that  a legal 
standard  of  controlling  cleanliness  and  minimum  consti- 
tuents of  ice  cream  viras  introduced,  and  this  is  more  th8.n 
ever  necessary  with  the  considerable  increased  popularity 
of  this  commodity.

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

Immunization  clinics  v;ere  held  regularly  throughout  the 
year  at  the  Welfare  Centre.  The  response  has  been  good  and 
it  is  reliably  estimated  that  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  child 
population  under  fifteen  years  of  age  has  been  iimriunized 
against  Diphtheria.  It  was  difficult  to  obtain  absolutely 
accurate  figures  owing  to  the  return  of  children  to  the  town, 
but  I consider  that  all  parents  vjho  ai  e willing,  have  had 
their  children  protected.
